HISTORY  AND  TESTIMONIAL  OF  THE  MAGNATE 


STATEMENT  from  Geo  W.  Black,  a brother-in-law  of  the 
late  Dr.  Stayman,  being  in  the  Nursery  business  with  him  ever 
since  1865,  until  his  death: 

“In  his  will  he  bequeathed  to  me  this  seedling,  the 
Magnate,  as  we  now  call  it,  and  many  others.  The  Doctor 
never  did  know  what  this  apple  was  a seedling  of.  He  planted  a lot  of 
apple  seed  in  nursery  row  for  grafting  purposes,  taking  up  and  leaving 
the  most  promising  ones  stand  for  fruiting.  The  Magnate  proved  to  be 
the  most  valuable  one  in  the  lot.  After  fruiting  it  a number  of  years  v/e 
took  scions  from  it  and  in  1898  grafted  217  and  put  them  in  nursery  row; 
in  1900  we  put  them  out  in  orchard  with  Jonathan,  Early  Ripe,  Jeffries, 
York  Imperial  and  White  Pippen. 

In  1904  the  Magnate  was  the  only  one  that  fruited;  in  1906  it  had  a 
full  crop;  Jonathan  only  half  crop.  It  was  pronounced  by  all  who  sav/ 
it  the  most  beautiful  and  promising  apple  they  had  ever  seen.  We  then 
decided  there  was  no  need  to  test  this  apple  any  further.

THE  STRONG  POINTS  OF  THE  MAGNATE. 


FIRST. — Dr.  Stayman  stated:  “I  have  tested  hundreds  of  different 

varieties  of  apples,  but  have  never  found  one  to  surpass  nor  equal  it.” 

SECOND.— Ripens  ahead  of  Jonathan,  and  the  first  good  apple  in 
the  market. 

THIRD. — Created  a furor  when  put  on  the  market,  on  account  of  its 
uniform  dark  red  color  and  high  quality. 

FOURTH.— Brought  double  the  price  Jonathan  did  in  the  same 
market. 

FIFTH. — All  the  apples  on  the  trees  are  the  same  color  from  tho 
ground  up.  The  market  now  demands  not  only  a red  apple,  but  one  that 
is  red  all  over. 

SIXTH. — Supposed  to  be  a seedling  of  Jonathan  and  Old  Winesap. 
Therefore  should  do  well  over  a wide  range  of  territory. 

SEVENTH. — Keeps  as  well  in  cold  storage  as  Jonathan,  but  there 
is  no  need  of  putting  this  apple  there,  as  the  demand  for  it  is  so  great 
it  can  be  sold  just  as  soon  as  it  is  picked  from  the  trees. 

EIGHTH. — Tree  a young  and  heavy  bearer.  Tree  a good  grower, 
round  headed,  somewhat  spreading,  short  jointed  and  hardy  in  bud  and 
wood.

My  Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  esteemed  inquiry  of  the  10th,  it  gives 

me  pleasure  to  say  that  I consider  the  Magnate  apple  one  of  the  best,  if 


not  tii^  best  apple  of  its  class  which  has  come  to  my  notice.  Some 
years  ago,  as  you  know,  I visited  your  orchard  at  the  time  of  bearing  and 
found  your  young  experimental  orchard  in  full  fruitage.  The  trees  were 
well  laden  and  bore  apples  of  remarkable  uniformity  in  shape  and  color 
The  skin  is  uniformly  dark  lustrous  red;  the  meat  is  somewhat  yellow- 
ish, resembling  in  that  respect  the  Winesap.  Its  time  of  ripening  is  just 
ahead  of  the  Jonathan. 

I have  read  with  interest  the  article  that  appeared  in  a recent  num- 
ber of  the  year  book  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  I have  also 
spoken  of  this  apple  to  a number  of  our  leading  frult-grow’ers  and  nurs- 
erymen.
